1 CAIRO PRESS ON AUGUST 23 COVERS SECRETARY KISSINGER'S TRIP 
BOTH BOTH ISRAEL AND EGYPT UNDER FRONTPAGE BANNERHEADLINES. 
DIPLOMATIC CORRESPONDENTS HAMDY FOUAD AND ADLY GALAL OF AL-AHRAM, 
REPORTING FROM ALEXANDRIA, GIVE ACCURATE TRANSCRIPT OF YILIENT 
PARTS OF PRESS STATEMENTS BY PRESIDENT SADAT AND SECRETARY BEFORE 
THEIR FIRST MEETING AT MAAMOURA REST HOUSE. AL-AHRAM ALSO REPORTS 
THAT SECRETARY CARRIED WITH HIM TO GOE "ISRAELI VIEWS ON REMAINING 
ASPECTS OF PROPOSED ACCORD ON SECOND DISENGAGEMENT OF FORCES 

IN SINAI." AL-AHRAM ATTRIBUTES TO EGYPTIAN PRESIDENTIAL SPOOKES- 
MAN BASIR STATEMENT THAT "PRESIDENT SADAT REVIEWED WITH SZVRETARY 
ALL ASPECTS OF ACCORD AS WELL AS POINTS THAT ARE STILL UN- 
RESOLVED." BASHIR IS ALSO QUOTED BY AL-AHRAM AS SAYING THAT 
SECRETARY WILL LEAVE FOR SAMASCUS SATURDAY MORNING "TO DISCUSS 
WITH PRESIDENT ASSAD POSSIBILITIES OF REACHING SIMILAR ACCORD 
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MENT IN GOLAN.: BASHIR ADDED THA EARLY WARNING STATIONS "ARE 
STILL UNDER DISCUSSION" AND THAT "LINE EAST OF PASSES TO WHICH 
ISRAELI FORCES WILL WITHDRAGDHAS NOT YET BEEN DEFINED." 

2. IN ANOTHER PART OF STORY. AL-AHRAM PUBLISHED GIST OF OFFICIAL 
STATEMENT BY PRESIDENTIAL SPOKESMAN BEFORE SADAT-KISSINGER MEETING 
TO EFFECT THAT "GOE IS TILL DETERMINED TO DISCUSS PROGRESS 

IN ALL FRONTS BECAUSE PEACE MEANS ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM ALL 
ARAB TERRITORIES AND JUST SETTLEMENT OF PALESTINIAN QUESTION." 
SPOKESMAN CALLED SUCCESS IN PRESENT PHASE OF TALKS "NEW ARAB GAIN 
IN FIRST PLACE." 

3. SEPARATELY, AL-AHRAM FRONTPAGES OTHER STATEMENTS BY BASHIR 
WITHOUT INDICATION AS TO WHERE AND WHEN THEY WERE GIVEN. "STAN- 
DARD RULING OUR ACTION IN THIS PHASE (OF TALKS) IS PROGRESS 
TOWARED JUST AND PERMANENT PEACE ON BASIS OF ENDING OCCUPATION 
AND SECURING PALESTINIAN RIGHTS," BASHIR SAID. HE ADDED THAT "ANY 
MOVEMENT IN THIS DIRECTION IS CONSIDERED CONSTRUCTIVE AND 
EFFECTIVE." BASHIR ALSO REXPALAINED THAT "WE ARE TRYING, 

AS WE DID BEFORE, TO 

HAVE PROGRESS MADE ON OTHER FRONTS, ESPECIALLY SYRIAN FRONT." 
:9..3,58,& 9, "ALLEGATION THAT NEW ACCORD WILL LIMIT ARAB 
EFFORTS TO LIQUIDATE ISRAELI OCCUPATION," BASHIR SAID:

4. FURTHER STATEMENTS BY BASHIR FOLLOWING MAAMOURA MEETING ARE 
ALSO WELL COVERED BY AL-AHRAM. BASHIR DECLINED TO GIVE SPECIFIC 
ANSWER TO INQUIRY ON WHETHER GOE HAD ACCEPTED ISRAELI CONTROL 
OF MONITORING STATIONS AFTER ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM PASSES. 
FURTHERMVRE, BASHIR EXPLAINED THAT LINE OF ISRAELI WITHDRAWL 
EAST OF PASSES "HAS NOT BEEN DEFINED YET." BASHIR THEN INDICATED THAT
